CPS — The last thing Franklin Univer- 
sity student Michetle Creighton expected 
to do this semester was to have a wedding. 

But when she heard the story of Camel 
Cobb and Penny Rush, two homeless 
people in love and expecting a baby, she 
knew it was time to help the Columbus, 
Ohio couple get married. 

“They just seemed very down toearth,” 
said Creighton, 23, a student in a sociol- 
ogy class that met the couple ata panel on 
homelessness and poverty. 

“[ think Icouldrelate to them because it 
was just a string of bad luck that brought 
them there.” 

During the panel, the students learned 
that Cobb, 39, and Rush, 24, had met in 
1988 and had been laid off and held tempo- 


rary jobs ever since. Now that she was five 
months pregnantand they wanted to marry, 
they could not afford a marriage license. 
And without a license, they could noteven 
stay at a homeless shelter in Columbus. 

“It came out that every time they saved 
up money for a license, it was winter and 
they spent it on a motel room,” said Bob 
Paberg, a minister who directed the panel 
discussion. 

Creighton wassomoved by thecouple’s 
story that she immediately volunteercd to 
pay the $35 for the marriage license. Soon 
all 23 students in the class were emptying 
their pockets and making plans to help the 
couple. 

Rings, wedding clothes, flowers, cake 
and punch for the reception were paid for 


April 2, 1993 


with asvertl bundred dollars in donations 
from faculty and students, 

“It worked out ceally well,” Creighton 
said, “People were donating $25 per per- 
son.” 

The wedding was held in Mount Olivet 
Baptist Church on Feb 19.

On Aug. 17, 1970, three lives were changed forever. 

Omahapoliceefficers Lary Minard, John Tess and PautRusy 
auswered a disturbance call on 2867 Ohio St, and upon answer- 
ing, doing their duty, they met terror. 

Asthe officers searched the house where the disturbance was 
reported, officer Minard found a suitease containing a bomb set 
to explode when the case was lifted, 

Minard shouldn't have picked up that suitcase. 

‘The blast instantly killed Minard and Tess sustained injuries 
that cuthis career and his hearing. Doctors removed plaster from 
40 holes in Tess’ body. 

Tess retired from the force three years later duc to a partial 
bearing loss thatleavesaconstantringing in hisearstothis day. 

Paul Rust was fortunate, Hewaschecking thereardoorway of 
thehouse whenthe bomb exploded. Nevertheless, the blast threw 
him o the ground and bis eardrums were fractured, Rust still 
sefves on the Omaha Police Department. 

David Rice and Edward Poindexter, members of the racist 
group the Black Panthers, were convicted for the murder of 
officer Minand, They were sentenced to life imprisonment for 
their crimes, 

So why is the Nebraska Board of Parole recommending 
Rice’s sentence be commuted? 

This is first-degree murder, and of a police officer, no less, 

Had the state of Nebraska carried the death penalty and 
enforced capital crimes with it, Rice and Poindexter would only 
be bad memories. 


If this state used the death penalty more than once every 35 
years, vicious, but now “rehabilitated” murderers such as Harold 
“Walkin’ Willie” Otcy, Robert Williams, John Joubert and cab 
driver-murderer Carey Dean Moore would also never be a threat 
of socicty. 

I'veheard death penalty epponents argue that these convicts’ 
chance ofescapeis unlikely, Really? They don'tnced a file from 
acake to bust out with the Nebraska Board of Parole around. 

If Rice is paroled, it will be the first step towards releasing 
other “rehabilitated” murderers into our socicty. 

The parole board is telling all the law abiding citizens of 
Nebraska thatyoucancommitahorrendouscrime,suchas killing 
apolice officer witha bomb, serve timc in prison long enough to 
say become a poct, like Otey, and be released. 

Ifthe death penalty is to be canned, and at this point it might 
as wellbe, thenparoleshouldsink withit. faconvictis sentenced 
10 years for acrime, then he should not be released a day shy of 
10 years, 

The definition of life in prison has to be changed because 
life in prison is a questionable length of time these days. 
Murder should carry @ sentence that reads like this from a 
judge's lips: 

“You have been found guilty of murder of any degree. 
Therefore, the state of Nebraska hereby sentences you, the 
convicted defendant, to serve a prison sentence that Lasts for as 
tong as your victim is dead.” 

Let's see the tial lawyers gctamunderes outof that sentence, 

if Nebraska is going to maintain its reputation as a safe place 
to live, andif Omaha is going tobe aclty where people can walk 
thestrects with arclative amountof safety, thecriminals must be 
locked up and serve bard dme for the cntire time they were 
sentenced.

Families of Reconciliation, who supposedly oppose the death 
penalty, saw the killers of their loved ones paroled? Now what 
about “legalized murdcs” as a form of vengeance? 

[fthatis what the death penalty is, legalized murder, then isn’t 
the killing of officer Minard 23 years ago legalized with the 
parole of David Rice? 

If our judicial system had not eroded into a judicial joke, 
“legalized murder” wouldn't be necessary because convicted 
killers would die of natural causes behind bars. 

And what about rehabilitation? What's the point? Ifa killer 
is taught to read and appreciate poctry, that docs not mean his 
crime is crased. He is now an educated convict. His debt to 
socictyremains unpaid unt hemectstheexecutioner or hedies 
in prison, ;

Monday night’s set was anything but pains- 
taking, Ittook a couple of songs for the band to 
warmup, butence they brokeasweat, tiesengs 
began flowing, The set grew in intensity as the 
band worked through some older material and 
offeredsometight versions of thenew material, 

“Lady Steps” and “Teetering” foundMohr’s 
vocals twiceasintenseastherecorded versions. . 
“Solution 8,” which is liveon “Clinche,” came 
together well, 

‘The only downfall to the show was Mohi’s 
vocals getting buricdinthemix, Itwasconsistent 
with what the band did on the CD, butin alive — 
atmosphere, itwasannoying. Other than that, the 
band’s overall sound was powerfully tight, 

- BothMohrandZaluckyj played theiralumi-

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Best-selling romance author Jill Mario 
Landis was Friday’s keynote speaker at the 
UNO Conference Center for Romance Write 
ers and Readers, 

During the March 26 weekend event, ap- 
proximately 150 writers and readers of ro- 
mance fiction gathered for dhe conference co- 
sponsored by UNO's College of Continuing 
Studics and the English department within the 
College of Asts and Sciences. 

Event organizer Mary Macchietto, UNO 
program development specialist, said she had 
been planning the conference for over a year. 
“] attended a conference of mystery writers 
about two ycars ago to get ideas, and I found 
that some authors wrote romances as well. 
Several of those authors proposed the idea for 
this conference and sometime [ater we put 


to learn how they would sce a conference 
happening.” 

Gne reason she chose (o pursuc the topic 
of romance novel writing, Macchictto said, 
was finding many wiitcrs who said “they 
didn’t getany respect. They feltthatacademia 
—and the general public —looked down on 
them, and on romance 
readers as well, so I 
thought this was an 
important subject to 
take a look as.” 

Enger to include an element of academic 
exploration of romance issues into a confer- 
ence, Macchietto contacted UNO professors 
in the departments of women’s studies and 
English, she said, who were “fascinated with 
the idea.” 
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onestood out, Macchicttosaid.JanicoRadway, 
professor of literature at Duke University and 
author of the 1984 (and recently reprinted) 
work “Reading the Romance: Women, Patri- 
archyand Popular Literature, studiedromance 
fiction from a scholarly perspective. 

Radway presented ber vicws Saturday ina 
presentation, “Ro- 
mances: Their 
Weiters and Crities 


the Definition of 
Femininity.” In her remarks, Radway com- 
mented that although she still held by her 
earlier conclusions that the basic elements of 
romance fiction, invariably Icading to a het- 
erosexual marriage, consciously or otherwise 
promotes a maintenance of the status quo and 


against change, 

Radway alsonoted, however, in the inter- 
vening decade since the writing of her book, 
she has come, in part as a result of increasing 
study of psychoanalysis as a tool in feminist 
theory and feminist criticism, to take fantasy 
striously and to place greater value on its 
importance, Therefore, she said, romance 
fiction may provide a significant outiet for 
women as a stimulus for the unleashing of 
imaginative thought. Oncoftieprimary points 
Radway addressed involved the publishing 
establistiment, She noted that although writ- 
ets and renders may seek to move in new 
Girections in what they write and read in the 
genre of romance fiction, publishers, satis- 
ficd with huge profits as things stand now, 
may refuse to publish material of an innova-
